During  that  long  period  he  did  excellent  work  and 
he  retained  his  keeness  in  public  health  matters,  in  spite  of  failing 
health,  until  his  death.

South  LtatVs  ./ater  Company  supplies  Kinver,  Bnvillo  and  Bobbin,^ ton. 

n-ity  of  Bimin,  J\am  Water  Undertakings  supplies  the  Iverley  portion 
of  Kinver. 

There  are  also  piped  supplies  from  local  springs  to  some  houses  in 
fat shull  and  Envilie. 


No  exact  figures  are  available  to  show  the  proportion  of  houses  in 
the  District  with  a  piped  supply  but  it  is  probably  over  9C$.  Those  without 
a  piped  supply  are  mainly  the  outlying  farms  which  use  well  water.

The  work*  naturally",  proceeds  slowly  as  a  result  of  jrwo  main 
causes*  firstly,  the  difficulty  generally  experienced  in  contacting  owners 
or  occupiers  of  moveable  dwellings  -  they  can  usually  only  be  found  at 
week-ends,  and  then  only  when  the  weather  permits;  and  secondly  because 
all  applications  must  be  dealt  with  within  four  weeks  of  the  date  of 
application.  This  latter  point  also  restricts  the  number  of  applications 
that  can  be  dealt  with  at  any  one  meeting  of  the  Council.  Sites  and 
structures  which  are  the  subject  of  an  application  are  visited  by  the 
Represent  a*"  .  of  the  Parish  concerned.. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  stricter  control  now  being  exercised 
will  go  far  to  diminish,  and  events  .i-ly  eo.iiin.nate,  the  undesirable,  and 
also  aesthetically  offensive,  structures  which  have  for  too  long  been  a 
feature  of  our  local  beauty  spots* 
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government  evacuation  scheme 


The  veir  1944  saw  considerable  activity  under  the  above  Scheme, 
mseauent  upon  the  raids  on  London  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  we 
•ceived  quite  a  number  of  mothers  and  children  who  lound  uheir  own 
acommodation  and  received  billeting  allowance. 

It  was  with  the  commencement  of  -oho  flying  bomb  visitations  that 
he  numbers  billeted  rose  un,,1  Sunday,  July  30th.

Arrangements  for  three  medioal  inspection  centres  were  made 
by  the  County  Council,  at  Cod  sail,  Womboum  and  Kinver.  Only  one  case 
was  found  requiring  treatment,  a  child  affected  with  impetigo,  and  he 
was  removed  to  hospital  for  attention, 

A  full  account  of  the  reception  and  billet ing  arrangements  was 
given  in  rc\y  report  to  the  Council  dated  14th.  August,  1944.  r.nd  it  is 
hardly  necessary  to  repeat  it  here. 

Many  of  the  evacuees  were  billeted  in  private  houses;  it  was 
found  possible  to  requisition  several  empty  houses  for  the  reception  of 
other  families,  families  which,  owing  to  their  size,  were  rather 
difficult  to  billet  in  the  usual  way. 

At  one  time  we  had  over  750  evacuees  billeted  in  the  district. 
In  addition  a  large  number  found  their  own  accommodation  and  made  no 
application  for  billeting  payments. 

Most  of  the  official  evacuees  expressed  their  appreciation  of 
the  kindness  bestowed  upon  them  by  many  householders  and  the  billeting 
staff,  some  even  going  so  far  as  to  insert  notices  of  thanks  in  the 
’’Express  and  Star'.’  Naturally  there  were  occasional  "rnis-f its',’  with 
faults  on  both  sides,  but  in  the  large  majority  of  cases  there  was  no 
trouble  and  the  scheme  worked  smoothly. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  billeted  had  dropped  to  288. 

It  would  be  invidious  to  mention  names.  I  will  merely  express 
my  deep  appreciation  of  the  help  and  willing  assistance  offered  by  so 

many  volunteers  and  householders  in  the  ffort  to  make  the  lot  of  these 
unfortunate  people  a  little  easier.
